Louis Peck, @ negro, was put in jail 
today on the charge of criminally assault- 
ing the little six-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Theodore Maas. The report 
that he hail confessed spread rapidly, and 
tonight a mob gathered. Not believing 
the statement of the sheriff that Peck 
had been sent out of the city, the crowd 
gent committees through the city prison 
and the county jail in search of the 
negro. 

JAIL IS FIRED UPON. 

This proving fruitless, the mob gathered 
in front of the city prison, where the 
mayor to induce them to disperse.

It is certain that dozens 
of men were wounded. A report has 
been received from the city building that 
one of the officers had both of his legs 
broken and that another was badly 
wounded.

Washington, August 22.—(Special.)—"We 
are sitting on the doorstep waiting for the 
lady *9 come back,” Adjutant General 
Corbin is quoted as saying in a facetious 
summing up of the situation. 

In a sense, that tells the whole story as 
it was outlined in this government’s reply 
to the notes of Li Hung Chang sent that 
eminent gentleman today through Mr. 
Wu Ting Fang. 

In other words, we have notified Li that 
there can be no peace negotiations at this 
stage of the game, and that there must 
be evidence of the existence at Pekin of 
a stable central government without our 
army having to hunt for it all over the 
country. When that evidence is forth- 
coming, and when that government has 
demonstrated its ability and good faith by 
bringing about peace, then will be time 
to talk about peace negotiations. 

In some respects, this has been the 
most important day . Washington has 
known since the tncept*on of the Chinese 
troubles. Throughout the entire morning 
Secretary of War Root and Assistant 
Secretary of State Adee were with the 
president at the white housqd, the chief 
purpose of the conference being to draft 
a reply to the two notes which had been 
received from LI. 

Reply to China Revised. 

While the general tenor of this repiy 
had been agreed upon at yesterday’s cab- 
inet meeting, and a rough draft had been 
made, several changes had to be made. 
It was realized by the president and his 
advisors that this document would be 
most important in its bearing upon the fu- 
ture policy of this government, and for 
that reason every phase of the situation 
was gone into. 

Late dispatches from Ceneral Chaffee 
concerning the condition at Pekin and a 
message from Ambassador Choate, which 
is undersiood to set forth the views of the 
British foreign office, were consulted in 
shaping the American reply. It is an- 
nounced that the text of this reply will 
be made public tomorrow. 

The delay in giving it publicity is due to 
the desire of this government that it 
shall be in the hands, not only of Li Hung 
Chang, but of the foreign ministers of the 
other governments before its exact worda- 
ing is made public. This much is known 
about it, however, it i» uot an evasive 
play for delay on the ground fhat further 
information is needed, But is a direct and 
positive answer. 

lt is a refusal to enter upon peace nego- 
tiations at this time. It points out that 
the conditions at Pekin do not warrant 
the assumption that a central government 
capable of carrying on peace negotiations 
is in existence. It demands that tangibie 
evidence of that fact be produced. Wheth- 
er it declares in so. many words that the 
responsible head of the government, the 
emperor or the empress dowager, must re- 
turn to Pekin, is not Known, but that is 
the effect of the document. 

Short and to the Point. 

It is described by thcse who kuow as 
being short and to the point. While 
those who had a hand in drafting it de- 
cline to say that it is an ultimatum, it is 
regarded such in effect. It is further 
stated by these officials that the reply 
does not broaden the scope of this govern- 
ment’s position as laid down in the ,s,ote 
of July 33, but that the @demands :hen 
made of the Chinese emperor are still the 
‘bed rock’’ of the situation, so far as this 
government is concerned. 

Messages were received today from Con- 
ger, Chaffee, Remey and Scriven, the 
signal officer who has Charge of the tele- 
graph line from Taku to Pekin. The lat- 
ter message contained the pleasing infor- 
mation that the Americans were first to 
the inner city. Admiral] Remey's dis- 
patch corroborates the reports of a fight 
with the boxers just outside of Tien Tsin 
as late as tlre 19th. General Chaffee 
sends a list of casualties, which was made 
public, but also sends interesting and im- 
portant information which wag not made 
public. It is known, however, that this 
dispatch does not indicate that he is in 
need of more troops, a8 Some European 
dipatches have reported from the other 
commanders, 

Reply Handed to Wu.

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AMERICANS LED ASSAULT | 
ON THE IMPERIAL PALACE 


London, August 23-4 a. m.—‘Today 
fifteen hundred Americans attached the 
imperial palace,” says a dispatch to The 
Morning Pcst, from Pekin, dated August 
16th, ‘‘and captured four of the courts. 
The American flag is flying over the 1m- 
perial granary, and the imperial bank has 
been looted.’’ 

Describing events prior to the relief, 
The Morning Post's correspondent says: 

“On August 12th the tsung li yamen re- 
quested a conference with a view to 
peace. _No armistice was grantca, how- 
ever, and that night we endured the long- 
est fusilade of the whole siege. It lasted 
twelve hours. 

“August 13th the tsung li yamen begged 
to be excused from any conference, say- 
ing that the members were too bus). 
Later they wrote that they had forbidden 
firing on vs, and would courtmartial any 
who disobeyed. During the evening many 
shells fell in the legation compound.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle publishes an inter- 
view with the Japanese minister in Lon- 
don, Kato Takaki, which represents hiin 
as having said: 

“The empress is the heart and soul of 


| China. So long as she lives. so long as 


she remains in China, whether the su- 
preme power is taken from her or not, 
she will always be the greatest force, tne 
one above all others to be reckoned with. 
The difficulty will be to get any one wlio 
can speak for her. I fear that the infiu- 
ence of Li Hung Chang is now of ex- 
tremely little weight. 

“The vowers must come to a fina: un- 
derstanding quickly. Riots, anarchy, 
bloodshed and misery throughout Chins 
will be the inevitable result of a policy 
that does not immediately disclose itself. 
The government must be re-established.”

| tion a shock. Despite the ruling of the 
| presiding officer, he addressed the body 
| after he had been called to order for 
| interrupting Judge Hillyer,’ who had the 
| floor. 


Mayor Woodward was sitting among 


_ the spectators when Judge Hillyer began 


to speak. He interrupted the water 
commissioner by asking him if he had 
not tried to sell the waterworks. The 
mayor was called to order and it was 
evident from his actions that he did 
not appreciate the embarrassment he was 
causing. 

Mayor Interrupts Judge Hillyer. 

It was while Judge George Hillyer, of 
the board of water commissioners, was 


| urging council to permit the water board 
| to advertise for bids for a new pump 


that the mayor first spoke. 

“Judge Hillyer,’ he said, “didn’t you 
try to sell the waterworks?’ 

The mayor was swaying on his feet 
and his voice was thick. His hair was 
rumpled and his eyes were almost closed. 

Judge Hillyer replied that he did not 
think the question of the mayor had 
anything to do with the matter then 
being discussed. 

“Didh’t you,”’ continued the mayor, “try 
to sell the waterworks?’ 

“Judge Hillyer has the floor,” said 
Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson, “and will be 
allowed to proceed without interruption.”’ 

Judge Hillyer concluded his remarks 
without further interruption from the 
mayor. Every. one felt, however, that 
the chief executive had not said all he 
intended to tell council. Anxious eyes 
were turned td? him from time to time, 
but he remained quiet. 

While Judge Hillyer was concluding 
his speech the mayor walked within the 
railing, entering by way of the entrance 
on the right, and occupied a seat near 
him and to the left of the presiding 
officer. 


Mayor Pursues the Judge. 


When Judge Hillver resumed his seat 
the mayor stvod upon his feet and ad- 
vanced a few steps unsteadily, where he 
could be in plain ylew of all members 
of council. 

“T am only going to say one or two 
words,’ he said, apparently with an ef- 
fort.

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_ NEGROES ON SEA ISLANDS 
DYING BY THE HUNDREDS 


Charleston, 8. C., August 22.—(Special.) 
The unprecedented heat wave which has 
been hanging over this immediate section 
for the past ten days or more, has play- 
ed deadly havoc with the poor negroes 
living on the sea islands along the coast. 
From the best accounts received here it 
appears that the negroes_have been dying 
from fever, which is primarily caused 
from the heat and allowed to thrive be- 
cause the sick cannot get the medical at- 
tention required in such cases. During 
the summer season the island negroes 
live on almost anything they can get to 
eat and this puts their systems in fine 
trim for disease. 

Undertaker Livingston, of Charleston, 
who takes care of the island negroes after 
they are dead, said today that he was 
hardly able to stand the calls which had 
been made on him for cheap coffins. He 
made the bald statement that the island 
megroes are dying like sheep and that 
when they become ill of the fever they 
simply have to wait their turn to Cle. 
The sea islands are densely populated 
with negroes, and in the low swamps, 
where malaria thrives, the negroes, who 
are no more than paupers in time of sick- 
meses, are left to suffer the fierce heat 
through the days and nights of the agon- 
izirg fever,.and the crisis is generally 
passed with death. 

In some of the sections the veodoo doc- 
ters have been making more victims for 
the undertakers. These are the witch 
pecple. and there are hundreds of them 
on the islands, who believe that a little 
magic is all-sufficient to heal disease. 
These alleged doctors are a great deal 
worse than the Christian science freaks, 


This summer there has been more fever 
on .the sea ‘slands than for some years 
past and this disease has been sent thriv- 
ing on by the hot and dry weather. Peo- 
ple who have besn around sick rooms 
with fever patients can best imagine the 
conéition of the poor negroes in the hov- 
els who have to depend on voodooism for 
relief and who have to stay in a serious 
way without proper attention and with- 
out ice. The island negroes have felt 
the bitterness of it all, and they simply 
lie down and die when the fever strikes 
them. In some of the huts it has been 
told here that a whole family would be 111 
at a time and that their only attention 
would come from the neighbors who were 
inclined to lend assistance. 

The physicians in these island neighbor- 
hoods have done their best to give relief 
to the negroes and pretty much all of 
this has been charity. Even with charity 
physicians, however, the sufferers have 
not been cared for as their condition 
might demand, and with weird shouting 
and chanting about them-they have laid 
down to die, with nothing more than a 
voodoo doctor to drive off the ills. 

The class of negroes now suffering from 
the diseases brought on by the heat are 
the ones who suffered most a few years 
ago by the terrible storms which swept 
up the coast. Familles were drowned and 
there was great agony for those who 
escaped. Another,trouble with which 
these sick negroes have had to deal is 
the pest of mosquitoes and _ sandflies 
which will drive a sane man mad, The 
sting of these pests adds terror to the 
negroes, but it helps to make the sting 
of death more welcome, and the blacks

Falls City, Neb., August 22,—This has 
been a busy day for Mr. Bryan. He 
may be said to have begun the day be- 
fore yesterday closed. for it was after 
1 o’clock this morning when he reached 
Auburn, his first stopping place after 
leaving Lincoln. Getting a few hours’ 
sleep there he was prepared to commence 
the day early, 

He began his speech at Auburn shortly 
after 8 o’clock, There he made an hour's 
address, and after being driven rapidly 
to the depot, he was compelled to wait 
tifty minutes for a delayed train to take 
him to Tecumseh, the next stopping place. 
At Tecumseh he gpoke eomparatively 
briefly, and after taking a hasty dinner 
started upon a twenty-two mile drive 
across country to Pawnee. This drive 
was made by means of three relays in 
two hours time, and was apparently a 
pleasant diversion for Mr, Bryan. 

At Pawnee, as at Auburn and Tecum- 
seh, there was a good attendance, as 
there was also at the night meeting held 
at this point. 

The day meetings were all held in the 
groves of the courthouses of the counties. 
Rain was threatening in the mornine, but 
the day had not progressed far when the 
clouds lifted somewhat, making the 
weather quite desirable for outdoor gath- 
erings. 

The meetings were all held in the first 
congressional district, Mr. Bryan’s old 
district, and he was accompanied through- 
out the trip by Mr. Berge, the democrat- 
ic candidate for congress.

HOTEL AT QUITMAN BURNED. 


Hard Work of Firemen Keeps Flames 
from Spreading. 

Quitman, Ga., 
The Commercial hotel was completely de- 
stoyed by fire tonight between 7 and 8 
o’clock. The alarm was given about 7 
o’clock and at that time the flames were 
burning through the roof over the kitch- 
en. As soon as possible several streams 
of water were playing upon the burning 
building, but the flames had gained too 
much headway to be put out and in about 
an hour the hotel was burned to the 
ground.

EIGHT THOUSAND MEN READY 


The Entire Boer Artillery, with 
Heavy Guns Formerly at Preto- 
ria, Are Manned by Troops 
at Machadodorp—War 
May End There. 


Pretoria, August 21.—The trial of Lieu- 
tenant Cordua, formerly of .the Transvaal 
artillery, on charges of being concerned 
in the plot to kidnap General Lord Rob- 
erts, was concluded today. The prisoner | 
was found guilty of all the counts in the 
indictment against him, but sentence was 
deferred until the findings of the court 
shall have been confirmed by Lord Rob- 
erts. 

Through secret intelligence agents the 
British authorities learn that General. 
Louis Botha, the commanderin-chief of 
the Boer forces; General Lucas Meyer, 
the commander-in-chief of the Orange 
Free State forces, and General Schalk- 
burger, vice presiden} of the Transvaal 
republic, with 8,000 burghers, have as- 
sembled at Machadodorp—which is gen- 
erally undersetood to be the headquar- 
ters of President Kruger, on the Preto~ 
ria-Delagoa Bay railroad—with the whole 
Boer artillery. including the heavy Pieces 
formerly at' Pretoria. 

The war office has been forwarded the 
following dispatch from Lord Roberts, 
daked August 2ist: 

“Lieutenant Colonel Sitwell, recon- 
noitéring near Ventnersburg, engaged the 
Boers. Two British were wounded. 
Lieutenants Spedding, Davenport, Sur- 
tees and Watson and a medical officer 
and twenty-four men are missing. 

“Hamilton has crossed the Crocodile 
river. Paget and Baden-Powell engaged 
the commandoes pratecting Dewet, Au- 
gust 20th. Lieutenant Flowers and one 
man were killed. Lieutenant Kirby and 
six men were wounded.’”’ 


ORE OUTPUT. 


Increase Shown by Report of Geolog- 
ical Survey. 

Washington, August 22.—The produc- 
tion of iron ore in the United States for 
the year 1899, according ‘to the annual 
report of the United States geological 
survey, amounted to 24,683,173 long tons, 
an increase of 5,249,997 tons, or 27 per 
cent over 1§§8. 

The records: for 1898 and 1899 represent 
the largest output of iron ore mined in 
any one country in one year, the nearest 
approach being a total of 18,602,040 tons 
mined in 1880 in England. 

Twenty-four states contributed to this 
total, Michigan leading with 9,146,157 
tons and Minnesota taking second place 
with 8,161,289 tons. Alabama goccupied 
the third place, with 1,009,327 tons. 

The iron ores have been sub-divided 
into red hematites, 20,004,299 long tons, 
or 81 per cent of the total for 1899; brown 
hematites 2,869,785 long tons, or 11.63 per 
cent of the tdyal production; magnetite 
1,727,430 tons, carbonate 81,559 tons. There. 
was a very general increase during the 
year in the amount of all the different 


.classes of iron ore due to active demand. 


The total value at the mines of the 
iron ore produced, as reported by pro- 
ducers, was $34,999,077, or $1.42 per long 
ton, an increase of 28 cen'ts, or 24.6 per 
cent over the average value of $1.14 per 
ton, as given in 1898. 

The highest average value placed on 
iron ore at the mines is for the state of 
New Jersey, where the expense of mining 
is considerable. The lowest average cost 
is 90 cents per ton, in Texas, where a 
portion of the iron ore is obtained by 
convict labor.

Mrs. Doane and Cutone were given by 
their assailants six days in which to 
leave the village, but they propose to 
remain and the villagers await with 
anxiety the outcome.

| AMERICAN SHIRT WalIST; 
ITS CHANCES ABROAD 


eed 

Washington, August 22.—(Special.)— 
“Until two days ago,” writes Mr. Mar- 
shall Halstead, United States consul at 
Birmingham, England, {nq introducing 
an interesting dissertation upon Amer- 
ican shirt waists, hose and underwear 
abroad—sent to the state department, 
“there had been no hot weather here, 
and the m.sonomenally backward season 
had an injurious effect on the business of 
jobbers and shopkeepers who had stocked 
summer fabrics and clothing. American 
made ladies’ shirt waists have been a 
source of particular anxiety, as the best 
shopkeepers had this year, very heavy 
stocks of them. A few consignments of 
these shirt waists were put on the Brit- 
ish market in the summer’ of 1898 and 
found ready sale, for in neatness of fit 
and novelty of design they were very 
attractive and surprisingly superior in 
price to blouses of English or German 
make. In the spring of 1899, shopkeepers 
generally gave to dealers in American 
shirt waists what they considered were 
exceptionally large orders, but the sum- 
mer demgnd was far greater than antic- 
ipated. Consequently, shopkeepers put 
in still larger stocks for this summer's 
sale, but the unseasonable weather has 80 
for interfered. There probably has nev- 
er been an article of ladies’ clothing 
which has so completely dominated the 
British market. 


“An American storeceeper’s capital is 
in his stock. as he does not give long 
credit, while the capital of the British 
shopkeeper is represented on hig books, 
for he gives very long and free credit, 
and therefore cannot have a big stock. 
On account of. this small stock custom, 
there still exists in England a type of 
jobber or small wholesaler long since wip- 
ed out in the United States, and manufac- 
turers here are willing to accept all 
orders and to guarantee the filling of re- 
peat orders. 


waists have nothing in the way of meet- 
ing small order demands, end, while they 
have, deserved their two seasons’ success, 
owing to the merit of their articles, they 
must not expect the sale to continue un- 
less they hereafter take care of the trade 
in the way customary here, for the Brit- 
ish manufacturers have had their lesson 
and will compete next year. They will 
sell in small lots, will ‘call the article a 
blouse instead of shirt waist, and their 
salesmen will appeal to the shopkeepers 
to assist British industries by buying of 
those who employ British labor. 

“It is extr&ordinary that British shop- 
keepers have for two seasons stocked 
heavily with American blouses, and it can 
bé attributed only to the great superior- 
ity of the American article; but they will 
not stock American blouses again if they 
can get British made blouses of any- 
where near the same attractiveness in 
small lots and with a guaranty that their 
second orders will be executed. 


I have heard that one London mer- 
chant had sales of American shirt waists 
totaling £57,000 ($277,390.50), and a sales- 
man for a big ‘wholesale house who trav- 
eled with me in a railway carriage the 
other day said that two-thirds of his 
blouse sales this year had been American. 
He had also sold some thousands of 
American braces (suspenders for men) 
end sevsid it had made him smile when he 
met well-to-do Americans traveling here, 
who, when questioned, boasted they wore 
“Imported suspenders.” He inspected, at 
my suggestion, the suspenders I was 
wearing (bought in New York for W 
cents) ard said that their equal could not 
he produced here or in France for that 
price at wholesale, 

An American manufacturer who has 
called at the consulate told me that, find- 
ing several years ago he could no longer 
compete in common cottons at his New 
England ‘mill with the cheap labor of 
North Carolina, he sold his old machinery 
to a company then building a southern 
mill and studied the process of suspender 
manufacture here and on the continent. 
He boasted that while the British manu 
facturer had only about eighteen styles, 
he manufactured 158 styles his first sea- 
son, and claimed his suspenders were bet- 
ter and cheaper, for he had adopted all 
the zood processes, rejecting those he 
thought merely traditional, and had put 
in labor-saving machinery, some of which 
he had invented, the rest being designed 
by clever men whom he employed for the 
purpose. e 


“American manufacturers of all gar- 
ments for ladies’ underwear of the many 
cotton and semisilk kinds can, if they 
adopt the ptoper merchandising methods, 
more than duplicate the success of the 
shirt waist manufacturers in Great Brit- 
ain. By a well-planned campaign, they 
could simply take command of the market 
and furnish shopkeepers with articles 
which would, I am certain, be a revela- 
tion to their customers. American ladies 
living in England frequently write home 
for un€erwear. Sometimes they have 
them made here with their old garments 
as models, but even then are seldom sat- 
isfied with either their fit or the needle- 
work. No. 40 cotton is used here where 
No. 60 serves in the United States, and 
there is absolute disbelief of the state- 
ment that ‘200 thread” is sometimes used. 
Sewing is being carefully taught in the 
public schools, and as a merit reward the 
most proficient are permitted and encour- 
aged to use No. 100 cotton thread. There 
would at first glance.seem to be advant- 
age in using No. 4 thread for sewing on 
buttons—it is used here for that pur- 
pose—but think what holes must be made 
in delicate fabric with 24 thread and a 
needle big enough to carry it.

“American ladies have difficulty in pro- 
curing hose of full length and reasonable 
shapliness. The type of hose in general 
use is short—a knee length only—as side 
garters are little known or used, though 
a few of the better class stores now keep 
the “velvet clasp;’’ but there is positively 
no shaping for foot or ankle. 

“Men's black cotton socks I find it im- 
possible to buy in shops here with tops 
at all elastic. I am told that the fast- 
black dye for cotton was the discovery 
of an English chemist; that Bnglish hose 
manufacturers would not at first buy his 
secret; that the Germans did and built 
up a trade all over the world. It may 
not be out of place here to state that 
several years ago, one of the Barbers 
of thread making fame told me the dis- 
coverer of fast-black dye for linen thread 
could command his own price. Examine 
the thread. holding the buttons in men’s 
clothing, and you will see that after a 
short time the black disappears, and even 


new linen thread has not sufficient depth 
of color.”

Pekin, August 19.—To the Secretary 
of State, Washington—The entire city 
with the exception of the imperial pal- 
ace is occupied by Japanese, Russians, 
British, Americans and French. It 
is being apportioned into districts for 
police supervision.

The imperial family and the 
court have gone westward, probably to 
Sian Fu, in the province of Shen Si. 
No representatives of the Chinése gov- 
ernment are in sight in Pekin, and the 
conditions are chaotic. The palace is 
ex pecte to be taken immediately. 
Many missionaries have started for 
home, while others remain in charge 
of the Christian refugeés, numbering 
about 1,000. CONGER. 

Mr. Conger’s message was particularly 
welcome to officials in showing how com- 
pletely the entire city is dominated by 
the allies. He states that it is occupied 
throughout, and that it is being districted 
for police supervision. This last measure 
shows the thoroughness with which the 
allies are applying civil methods to the 


Chinese capital, 

Condition Demanded Firm Reply 

Mr. Conger’s statement that the ‘“con- 
ditions are chaotic’ was taken as another 
strong justification for the firm reply 
given to China today. He emphasizes pe 
facts that the Chinese army has fied, 4 
imperial family and court have gone @n 
no representative of the Chinese govern- 
ment is to be found in Pekin, 

Minister Conger makes no mention of 
his desire to come home and it is stated 
officially that this government has made 
no suggestion that he return. 

The military situation was of quite as 
much interest in today’s developments as 
was the diplomatic. Admiral Remey re- 
ported early in the morning, bringing the 
story of the Pekin operations up to the 
16th in Pekin, and confirming the press 
reports already printed of the death of 
the gallant Captain Reilly in the final as- 
sault on the outer walls of Pekin. Al- 
most as important as the Pekin news in 
this dispatch was the statement that box- 
ers are congregating around Tien Tsin 
and Sunday morning the Sixth cavalry 
with 400 English and Japanese troops had 
a lively brush with the boxers eight miles 
outside of Tien Tsin, where about 100 of 
the Chinese were killed and five Ameri- 
cans wounded. 

It was evident from Admiral Remey’s 
account of this affair that, while the 
Chinese are in force enough around Tien 
Tsin to make considerable show, they 
are évidently not nm the humor to con- 
an engagement. 

Captain Reilly’s Death Reported. «

indicate a sudden and total rout, The text

Some de- 
lays are expected at first, as the line is 
simply an insulated wire laid on the 
ground, there not being enough timber in 
that region to erect it on poles, until 
lumber or iron poles are shipped in. 
Notice also was received at the departs 
ment today that the Che Foo cable is 
in working order. It is thought there 
will soon be a direct and reliable line of 
wire communication from the war de- 
partment to General Chaffee’s headquar- 
ters at Pekin. 


Important Dispatch Held Back. 


The jnost important dispatch of the day 
was hot made public by the war depart- 
ment, but was the subject! of an extended 
conference at the white house this morn- 
ing between the president, Secretary Root 
and Acting Secrétary Adee. It was from 
Genefal Chaffee and arrived about the 
same time as the casualty list’ of the 
Pekin fight. It is dated the 18th and it 
was not a reply to the message of in- 
quiry sent to General Chaffee by the war 
department on Monday night. Still it an 
swered a number of the inquiries contain- 
ed in that message. 

It dealt entirely with military opera- 
tions and conditions. While it cannot be 
said to have contained any bad news, 
and recorded the brililant successes of 
the American troops, who have borne 
themselves so gallantly in the assault en 
Pekin, it contained enough as to the un- 
settled conditions in China and the pros- 
pect of long and arduous work in re- 
storing peace to form the subject for a 
consultation of some hours between the 
president and his advisers. It was"hoped 
in official circles that when General 
Chaffee should be heard from he would 
report that the work of the American ex- 
peditionary force had been accomplished

Finances Are Dealt With. 

At Pawnee Mr. Bryan spoke upon all 
the questions at issue, paying somewhat 
more attention than usual to the figancial 
and trust questions. He charged the re- 
publican party with having dore nothing 
to relieve the people at large from the 
burdens of the trusts, saying that more 
trusts had been organized in the past 
three years than during the entire pre- 
vious history of the country. 

He also gave the usual degree of at- 
tention to militarism, charging the re- 
publican party with desiring an expan- 
sion for trade reasons only. 

Speaking of the Filipinos he repeated 
his arguments against the American 
ownership of those people or their coun- 
try. A title by force was contrary to all 
the traditions amd laws of the United 
States and could not be justified for a 
minute. Only three years ago President 
McKinley had said to annex the Philip- 
pines would be criminal aggression. Had 
there been a change of morals in the 
country withinthat time? If not, was it 
not still criminal aggression to annex 
the islands? The policy of the demo- 
cratic party with reference to the Phil- 
ippines was just the same as had been 
promised to Cuba by the republicans 
three years ago. 

He argued that as the republican party 
had no intentions of making citizens of 
the Filipinos, there was nothing left but 
to make subjects of them; to do with 
them, in short, what kings would do. He 
urged thst if annexation in the tropics 
was to be undertaken for trade purposes 
only, there was sure to be disappoint- 
ment. Tropical countries did not sup- 
ply a great’ deal in the way of commerce. 
Great Britain’s trade with the United 
States was, for instance, far greater per 
capita than her trade with India, and yet 
Great Britain did not own the United 
States—not quite. He did not agree with 
those who considered it “religious’’ duty 
to hold on in the Philippines. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the majority of the Filipinos 
Were already Christians. 

It was still further true that the Chris- 
tlans were antagonistic to American dom- 
ination, while the Mohammedans and 
Sulus were friendly. This, he thought, 
was due to the payment of a monthly 
stipend of $250 to the sultan, contrary to 
all views American. 

Silver Entirely Abandoned. 

Speaking of the financial ratio, 
Bryan said: 

“The republicans now openly espouse 
the gold standard. They declared for the 
gold standard -at' Philadelphia, after they 
threw overboard a platform sanctioned 
by the administration that contained the 
promise for international bimetallism.

Taken in Custody by Detective McVey 
Last. Night 
WITHOUT REQUISITION PAPERS 


Wilful Desertion of His Wife the 
Charge He Must Face. 


PENALTY IN DELAWARE IS $I00 FINE 


Prisoner Expressed Pleasure at Pros- 
pects of Returning to Delaware. 
Glad To Leave Atlanta. 


Dr. Howard M. Wilkinson, in charge 
of Detective Bernard J. McVey, of Wil- 
mington, Del., boarded a Southern train 
last night at 11:50 o’clock for Dover, and 
left Atlanta and Georgia without requisi- 
tion papers to face the charge of wilfully 
deserting his wife. 

Dr. Wilkinson expressed pleasure at the 
prospects of returning to Delaware. He 
was in good spirits as he walked from 
the police barracks last night, and bid 
farewell to the officers, thanking them 
for the courtesies they had shown him 
since his incarceration in the station. 

Detective McVey, who was detailed to 
take charge of Wilkinson, reached the 
city yesterday afternoon at 3:50 o'clock, 
and went immediately to the Kimball 
house. As soon as he had registered he 
went to the police barracks, reaching 
there about 4:30 o’clock, He is a. tall, 
well-built man, with a short, stubby 
moustache, and ig the typical jooking de- 
tective. 

He conversed freely, and told of his 
trip south. Mr. McVey says there is 
considerable feeling !n Dover against Dr. 
Wilkinson, and the people are entirely 
in sympathy with his wife, 

After a conference with Acting Chief 
Jennings, the detective asked to be ‘al- 
lowed to see Dr, Wilkinson. As he ap- 
| proached the cell in which the doctor was 
locked, he saw Wilkinson walking slow- 
ly backward and forward. 

“Why hello, Doc,” said the detective, 
extending his hand through the bars. 

“Why, Barney, old man, how are you? 
Am glad you have come,” and the two 
men. shook hands cordially. 

“T have come after you, Howard. Just 
reached the city and came down here as 
soon as possible to see if you wanted to 
go back to Delaware with me tonight. 
Everything ig fixed, and if you don’t want 
_to delay the game by calling for requisi- 
‘tions and that gort of thing, we will leave 
on the 11:50. What do you say? Will you 
g0?"’ 

“I’m mighty anxious to get out of this. 
Nothing would please me better than to 
go with you. But what is the charge 
against me?’ asked the doctor in an 
anxious tone. 

“It’s only wilfully deserting your wife, 
Howard. My advice to you is to come 
along with me. You are bound to go, 
you know. If you don’t come, they will 
prosecute you here.”’ 

Dr. Wilkinson stood irregolute for a mo- 
ment as he gazed at the wall opposite his 
cell, 

“Are you sure desertion is the only 
charge?’ he asked the second time. 

“Tf there is any other, I know nothing 
of it. and I think I would if there was.’’ 
replied the detective. 

“Well, I'll go with you, old man. Get 
me out of this just as soon as you can. 
The sooner the better,” and he turned 
away and hegan immediately to arrange 
his clothing. 

After a time, however, L. B. Austin, at- 
torney for Dr. Wilkinson, was telephoned 
for and cama to the station and held a 
conference with his client. He told him 
he could keep the detective from taking 
him unless he was perfectly willing to ew. 

‘You go upstairs and see what McVey 
has to say,” returned Wilkinson, 

Mr. Austin went into the chief's office 
and had a talk with the detective. Mc- 
Vey assured the attorney that the only 
charge was desertion, and the penalty 
was $100 fine or six months in the work- 
house. 

Mr, Austin was not entirely satisfied, 
and went to the capitol and held a con- 
ference with the governor. He also looked 
up the Delaware law on desertion and 
found it was as stated by the detective. 
He returned to the station house and said 
it was his opinion Dr, Wilkinson had 
best return to Dover. 

At 11:30 o'clock, the detective came back 
to the barracks, after a ride around the 
city ,and took his prisoner to the depot.

CITY COUNCIL TOOK ACTION 


Authorizes the Water Board To Adver- 
tise for Blds at Once, 


JUDGE HILLYER MADE AN ADDRESS 


Urged Council To Purchase a New 
Pump and To Authorize an Ex- 
tension of City’s Mains, 
Which They, Did by 
Resolution. 


The board of water commissioners has 
been authorized by council] to advertise 
for bids for a new pump of 15,000,000 ca- 
pacity, to be placed at Hemphill station, 
and to advertise for bids for pipes, to be 
used in extending the city’s mains to 
meet the demands of the situation. 

A resolution upon this subject wag in- 
troduced yesterday afternoon in council! 
by Councilman Minhinnett. The resolu- 
tion provides that the bids are to be 
submitted to council before being ac- 
cepted. 

After it had been introduced Judge 
George Hillyer was invited to address 
council, and made a brief but able argu- 
ment for the purchase of the pump. 

Alderman Beutell wanted the resolution 
of Councilman ,Minhinnett referred to 
the finance committee, but his motion 
was lost, and the resolution, as intro- 
duced by Councilman Minhinnett. was 
adopted. 

The resolution introduced in council 
was the result of the following resolu- 
tion offered by Councilman Minhinnett 
vesterday morning at the meeting of the 
board of water commissioners and bv that 


body adopted: 

‘Resolved, That recommendation be made 
to the mayor and general council for authority 
authorizing this board to advertise for propo- 
sais under suitable plans and specifiwations, 
for the purchase and erection of a new fifteen 
million galon pumping engine, to Be erected at 
No. 2 pumping station, and that said adver- 
tisement be made at once in view of the fact 
thet as a matter cf practical experience, and 
the recessity of the work, it will require. near- 
ly or quite twelve months ‘n which to bufld 
and complete such an engine from the time 
the work is resolved on. And that it be im- 
pressed cn the mayor and general council that 
it is 2 mutter of great importance to have 
such engine in place and in operation by or 
before the extra demand for water service that 
always comes upon that pumping plant with 
the advent of the hot weather for the sum- 
mer. 

‘*Resolved further, That a committee, consist- 
ing of the prasident, Commissioner Hillyer 
and superintendent be requested to go before 
the city council at its meeting this afternoon 
and present this matter to that body with such 
information and facts in support of the same 
as the case may require. 

‘‘Resolved further, That all bids and propo- 
sals that may be received under this resolution, 
together with such recommendations as the 
beard may think proper to make after the bids 
are received, be referred to the city council 
for their information and action before any 
step is taken finally binding the city thereto.”’ 

Councilman Maddox introduced a reso- 
lution authorizing the mayor pro tem. to 
appoint a committee of six members of 
council, who will go before the board of 
county commissioners and ask that three 
additional blocks on Whitehall street be 
paved.

HILL’S REPORT IS FILED. 


Stockholders of Building and Loan 
Association Claimed Interest 
Was Usurious. 

With the clerk of the United States 
circuit court yesterday was filed the re- 
port of Master in Chancery Hill in the 
matter of the interventions of certain 


stockholders of the bankrupt Atlanta Na- 
tional Building and Loan Association re- 
siding in South Carolina and Mississippi. 
These stockholders claimed the benefit on 
their notes of the moneys paid into ihe 
treasury of the association by them. for 
assessments, interest, fines, etc., and also 
raised the point that under the laws of 
South Carolina and Mississippi the in- 
terest charged against their notes was 
usurious. , 

The intervenors contended that the 
laws of the foregoing states would apply, 
as they had their domiciles therein. The 
master in chancery held that they were 
entitled to no such benefit the credits 
demanded on their notes, and that the in- 
terest charged was not usurious under the 
laws of the state of Georgia, which ap- 
plied in the several points raised by the 
intervenors. The matter will be passed 
upon by Judge Pardee at the fall term 
of the circuit court. 

The reasons set forth in the report are 
well substantiated, and it is the opinion 
of many good authorities, that the opin- 
ions will be sustained. The questions rais- 
ed interest probably 10,000 shareholders of 
the several national building and loan 
associations which are at present going 
through the federal bankruptcy court in 
Atlanta,

The movement on the part of the mem

REPORTS ‘ON 


ONBTLLUTION 


WATERWORKS SITUATION 


At a meeting of the board of water 
commissioners yesterday morning S§u- 
perintendent Park Woodward rendered a 
report on the recent troubles at the 
pumping station and reiterated recom- 
mendations made in reports of past years, 
As a result of this report council yester- 
day authorized the board to purchase a 
new pump. Colonel Wooaward's report 
is as follows; 


Atlanta, Ga., August 22, 1900.—To the Hon- 
orable ‘Board of Water Commissioners.—Wen- 
tlemen; ‘The special committee from the gen- 
eral council, appointed to investigate the con- 
dition of the waterworks, having made a report 
to that body, with certain recommendations, 
and these recommendations having been prac- 
tically made by me to you during the past four 
or Hve years, 1 desire to call your attention 
ty the recommendations made by me and dates 
of same. I do this for the reason that there 
seems to be an idea in the public mind that 
the works have been allowed to run down, or 
that they have not been properly or carefuily 
handled, and that through inefliciency or care- 
lessness, the recent breaks occurred. 

in my report to the board, under 
May 22, 1896, I stated: 

Some time ago I called the attention of the 
board to the necessity of having larger mains 
in the business portions of the city. ‘he beard 
requested council to previde the necessary funds 
to lay a twelve-inch main on Pryor and Deca- 
tur streets, Council granted the Pryor street

main, but refused the Decatur street main on 


account of not having the necessary funds. The

in my report for 1896 I again referred to the 
extension of large mains as follows: 

“I deem it exceedingly important to extend 


our large mains through the business portions 


ot the city so aS to give ample fire protection, 
| to do this properly would necessitate the ex- 


tension of the twenty-inch main on Marietta 
street from John street to Decatur street, and 
out Decatur street to Cornelia street, a distance 
11,500 feet. 
“A gsixteen-inch laid from 


pipe should be 


the artesian well, on Peachtree street, and on' 


Whitehall street, te West Fair street, a dis- 
tance of 3,500 feet, and the six-inch pipe there 
taken up. 

“A sixteen-inch main should be laid across 
the railroad tracks on North avenue, to Gray 
Street, down Gray street to Haynes, along 
Haynes to Chapel, a distance of 8,500 feet. Yo 
make this latter line effective in connection 
with the Whitehall main, a twelve-inch main 
should be laid on West Fair street, {rom Pryor 
Street to Chapel, out Chapel to Greensferry av- 
enue, aleng Greensferry ayenue to Ashly street, 
and along Ashly street te Sells avenue, a dis- 
tance of 7,500 feet. 

“As the western part of the city is prac- 
tically cut off from any large mains, the sup- 
ply of water in that locality is necessarily lim- 
ited, and the laying of these mains is an ab- 
solute necessity. As much of this work should 
be done in 1897 as possible. I therefore rec- 
ommend that the matter be referred to the new 
council with the request .that the necessary 
funds be jfurnished to do the work. 

“The estimated cost of laying these mains Is 
as follows:

“The Marietta and Decatur street line is the 
most important, and should be laid first, the 
Whitehall street line next, and then the oth- 
ers as soon as the funds can be had with which 
to do the work. 

““At the close of December, 1895, the new 
thirty-inch main which was begun in the !at- 
ter part of 1895, was completed as far as Em- 
met street, on Curran street, a distance of 
2.436 feet. The necessity of this new main 
Was considered imperative on account of the 
frequent breaks in the old thirty-inch maia, 
caused by severe water hammers, which were 
of frequent occurrence and occasioned by the 
variation of domestic and fire pressure and the 
sudden closing of large openings. 

“To decrease as much as possible this dan- 
ger from water hammers, an air chamber thir- 
ty inches in diameter and twenty-four feet high 
was placed on the new Iine at station No, 2, 
between the two thirty-inch mains, so as to 
relieve both lines. This, together with the 
connection of both mains at North avenue, 
through the sixteen-inch main on that line, 
seems to have overcome that trouble, 
water can now circulate through both mains, 
which greatly relieves them and lessens the 
chance of a hammer. 

‘The $50,000 appropriated by the council 
to lay this main, not being exhausted, when 
we reached North avenue, the objective point, 
it was decided to reduce to twenty-inches and 
extend to John street, a distance of |,464 feet, 
the original intention being to lay the main 
from No. 2 station along Hemphill avenue to 
Curran street, along Curran street to Mari- 
etta, and along Marietta to North avenue. 
To lay the twenty-inch to John street and make 
the necessary connection with the twenty-inch 
on Luckie street, so as to equalize the 
area of both twenty-inch mains, we 
had to expend $1,051.58 in excess 
of the appropriation. As council declined to 
make an additional appropriation of $2,500 
to complete the work, the board ordered it dis- 
continued, and it is now incomplete. I there- 
fore recommend that the matter be brought to 
the attention of the council and an appropria- 
tion sufficient to complete the work be asked 


& 

‘‘The distribution in the city has been greatly 
benefited by the sixteen-inch main on Church 
street from Cain to Peachtree, and the twelve- 
inch main laid on North Pryor street, from 
Peachtree to Decatur street, in place of the 
six-inch pipe on those streets. This gives a 
larger volume of water in the center of the 
city, 
friction to a considerable extent.’’ 

In my report for 1897, I again called atten- 
tion to the necessity for laying large mains, 
as follows: 

‘‘The distribution has been considerably 
strengthened during the past year by the six- 
teen-inch main from Marietta street, across 
North avenue and along Gray street to near 
Simpson street. This gives water and fire pro- 
tection to a section in the western part of the 
city that has not hitherto enjoyed these ben- 
efits. I would suggest that the present sixteen- 
inch main be continued along Gray street from 
Simpson street to Haynes street, and along 
Haynes street to Chapel street, and along 
Chapel to Fair street, and at this point (Chapel 
and Fair-streets branch off with two twelve- 
inch mains, one on Fair street from Chapel to 
South Pryor street, connecting all the side 
streets to same, and one on Whitehall street, 
from Fair to Marietta street. Also a twelve- 
inch main on Chapel street, from Fair street to 
Greensferry, thence on Greensferry avenue to 
Ashly street, thence on Ashly street to Baugh 
street, in West End, giving a main feeder for 
this ward. Should a large fire oceur in this dis- 
trict we would only be able to furnish two or 
three fire streams, as there is only*a six-inch 
feeder for this large territory, which is entirely 
too small. The twenty-inch main on Marietta 
street should be extended frora John street 
along Marietta to Walton street, along Wal- 
ton street to Peachtree street, across Peach- 
tree street to Edgewood avenue, and along 
Edgéwood avenue to Cornelia street. 

‘‘"There are about four miles of six-inch pipe 
on Haynes, Chapel, Whitehall, Marietta, Edzge- 
wood avenue and North avd@ue and Ashly 
street, that can be taken out when jarger 
sizes are substituted, and used in localities 
where it is badly needed. A ten-inch main 
should also be laid on Fairlie street, from the 
sixteenth-inch main on Church street, to the 
ten-inch main on Marietta street, giving a main 
feeder into the center or the city. There is no 
main on this street, and all the houses are 
now supplied through small-size private pipes. 

“Tt would also suggest that a sixteen-inch 
main be lajd on 4Boulevard from North ‘ve- 
nue to Decatur street. This will give a straight 
line to the eight-inch pipe on Decatur street, 
that supplies the Fulton bag and cotton mills, 
as well as Inman Park. The territory now 
supplied in Inman Park is quite large, and, 

is fed through one six-inch 
main feeder, which is too small. This should 
be done, if only for fire protection. If Decatur, 
Ga., should ever want water, it could be ob- 
tained at this point. 

‘Estimated cost of laying large mains rec- 
ommended in this report, with pipe and mate- 
rial at present price, including labor, etc.: 
Marietta and Walton streets and

“I would suggest also that a 16-inch main 
be laid on Boulevard from North avenue to 
Kidgewood avenue, thence a 20-inch main on 
Bouleva to Decatur street, and a 1!6-inch 
main acfoss the railroad tracks on South Boule- 
vard to connect with main feeders on south 
side. A {6-inch main from Boulevard to De- 
catur street, out Decatur street to Inman 
park, and if necessary Decatur, and connect 
lateral feeders in Inman park to this main.

“There are about five miles of 6-inch pipe 

and 1,500 feet of 8-inch pive on Haynes, 
Chapel, Whitehal, Ashby, Marietta, Edge- 
wood avenue, North avenue and Decatur 
Streets, that can be taken out when jarger 
sizes are substituted, and used in localities 
Where it 4s badly needed. 
Rie 10-inch main should also be laid on 
Fairlie street from the [6-inch main. on 
Church street to the ]Q-inch main on Marietta 
street, giying a main feeder into the center 
of the city. There is no main on this street, 
and all the houses are now supplied through 
Sinall sized private pipes. 

“The following connections are exceedingly 
irsportant, and should be made as soon as 
possible: 

‘‘Eight-inch main on Spring street. from |!0- 
inch main on Church street, to 10-inch main on 
Marietta street. 

‘“Kight-inch main on Grant street, from De- 
catur street to Hunter street. 

Fight-inch main on Capitol avenue, from 
Hunter street to connect with 8-inch main on 
Capitol place, corner Mitchell street. 

Eight-inch main on Grant _ street, 
Glynn street to Milledge avenue. 

“The above work IL consider of great im- 
portance, and I trust your honorable body will 
§0 represent the matter to the council as will 
secure the necessary appropriation for com- 
pletipg the same. In addition to this work, 
the demand for lateral mains in many sections 
of the city is exceedingly urgent. The appli- 
cations for water mains is daily increasing, 
and the people are seriously inconvenienced, 
and in many cases suffering for the lack of it, 
and if the matter were properly brought to the 
attention of council 1 have no doubt that such 
appropriation would be obtained as would give 
the necessary relief. 

“The cost of laying the mains, feeders and 
necessary connections suggested would be ap- 
proximately as follows:

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‘‘In 1898, cn page 25, I refer to the Eddy 
valves on the suction, which have given us 
so much trouble, as follows: 

‘The two 30-inch Eddy valves on the suc- 
tion and on the discharge cannot be closed 
and gre a source of considerable apprehenston, 
especially the one on the suction. If an acci- 
dent should occur the pumps would have to 
be shut down while the necessary repairs were 
being made and the waiter supply cut off from 
the city. I suggest that two new improved 
30-inch Rensselaer valyes and the necessary 
ee be ordered and put in as soon as pos- 
gible.’ 

‘‘In my report for 1899 will be the 
fullowing recommendations: 

** ‘In view of the increased pumpage the past 
summer, and what is likely to follow the com- 
ing summer, I would recommend that another 
battery of boilers be installed at the earliest 
possible moment, as we will be compelled to 
use both pumps much of the dey hketween the 
hours of 6 and 8 p. m., in order to give the 
requisite amount of pressure in the city for 
domestic and fire purposes. Such being tlte 
case, the time is fast coming, if not now, 
when we shall need the third and larger pump 
installed, to render the city secure from acci- 
dents that are liable to occur to the present 
pumps.’ 

‘YT would als@ call your attention to the in- 
stallation of more filtering capacity at an early 
day. Our present filters failed to keep up the 
pumpage for two or three hours each day dur- 
ing the heavy pumpage of last summer, while 
the heavy sprinkling was going on in the 
evening. We managed to tide over by having 
the filter basin full when the sprinkling would 
begin, from 5 to 8 p. m. This sprinkling 
would last usually from one and a half to two 
heurs. With all of the filters clean and at 
work full head when the _ sprinkling would 
cease the basin would lack three and a half 
to five feet‘of being full. With these facts 
before you, you can readily see the necessity 
of an increased filter supply, and that at an 
early day, to at least 3,000,000 gallons more 
than we already have.’ 

‘On July 19, 1899, I made the following re- 
port to the board: 

‘"To the Honorable Board of Water Com- 
missioners, City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: I 
have the honor to call your attention to a mat- 
ter that I consider of vital importance to the 
citizens of Atlanta, end one that should have 
the careful consideration of this boerd and of 
the city council. I refer to the lack of pump- 
ing eapacity at our No. 2 station. The pumps 
row in use at this station have a cepacity of 
10,000,000 gallons of water per day each, and 
it is recognized as a necessity that we should 
have at least one pump in reserve in cdse of 
accident to the one in use, as well as to give 
an opportunity to keep the pumps in good order, 
by using them alternately. 

‘During the summer of iast year and this 
year, the pumps at this station have been 
and are now running during the evening from 
4 to 6 o'clock, beyond their guaranteed cap- 
acity. We are now pumping over -6,000.000 
gallons of Water per day and during the above 
hours thgt pumps “re run beyond their capa- 
city. Fos instance, 16% revolutions per min- 
ute is the maximum allowed each pump, and 
this produces 10,000,000 gallons of water per 
day, but from 4 to 6 in the evening the revo- 
lutions average 18, and in case of fire 20. 
This shows an appar2at excess of pumpage of 
from one to four million gallons of water over 
the guaranteed capacity of the pumps, but this 
is not the case so far as the volume is con- 
cerned, for when the revolutions of the pumps 
exceed their capacity we get velocity, but no 
more water. As a re.ult, the pumps are in- 
jured by beirg run beyond their speed and a 
uselesss consumption of coal results. There is 
but one remedy for ihis. To meet the demand 
and be ready for fire service, both pumps will 
have to be put in operation during the two 
hours referred to, and that means the use of 
two more boilers necessary to furnish steam 
sufficient to run both pumps. This will leave 
us with one boiler and no pump 4s a reserve. 
Last year I recom nerded to the board the 
necessity of putting in an aditional battery 
of boilers, but the board Cecided otherwise. 
I,again call your attention to this necessity 
as I see it. If our boilers can be kept in the 
condition they are now, they will last many 
years longer than ihey would if used as often 
as would be necesssary to run both pumps 
dur:ng. the evening. 

‘Ts meet the reyuirements of the city the 
beard should at once make arrangements to 
put in a 20,000,000 gallon pump in addition to 
tkcse now in use at No. 2 statio1. Should the 
ircrease in the corsumption- of Waiter g90 on 
as it has the past two years, we will need this 
additional pump next ear, and as it takes 
about twelve months to build and put in op- 
erttion a pump of this size, I eall your atten- 
tion to the matter at this time so that you 
may take such action in the premises as you

+ re matter of anocher and larger storage 
reservoir shold also be considered. for from 
present indications the reservoir now in use 
will not hold sufficient water to give us more 
than two weeks’ supply, so that an accident 
at the river station or if for any reason the 
reservoir should not be supplied for two weeks 
the city would suffer.

mendation, as follows: 

‘TI suggest that your honorable body take these 
matters up with the general council at once, 
for the ngcessity is now upon us and delay 
will result I fear in serious consejuences. 

‘Our pumping capacity is now equal to the 
delivery of water throvgeh our present maine 
in the system. That is, another ump now 
would be of no service without larger mains 
of sufficient capacity to carry the volume of 
water. The first thing then in order before 
the pump could 2e put in would be to increase 
the size of the mains as recommended, and 
this should be done as s00n as possible to re- 
lieve the present pumps. 

‘‘As the heavy pumpage would be over before 
we could possibly put in another battery of 
boilers or an additioaal filter plant, I would 
recon mend that the council’s attention he 
called to the necessity. for both the additional 
filter plant and new battery of boilers, so 
that the matter can. take the proper shane 
for action by the ineoming council for 1901. 
The boilers and filtess could be put in next 


year in time to meet the heavy pumpage dur- | 


ing the summer months. 


“In regard to an additional pump, would rec- | 
ormend that you ask council for the author- | 


ity to advertise for such a pump, bids and such 


recommendations as your honorable body may , 


see fit to make, to be referred to the council 
for further consideration. As it would take 
practically twelve months to build and put in 
oreration a pump of this size, I think the 
matter should be attended to at once and action 
taken, so that the workmen can proceed: with 
the work of building the pump. 

‘Inc onclInsion. The inereased consumption 
of water in the city would secm to warrant 
that the city should put in mains larger than 
those that I have recommended in my previous 
reports. Of course we should have the futuré¢ 
in view and live to that end and, therefore, 
the substitution on a 30-inch main on Mari- 
etta street, where I recommend 20-inch, and 
20-inch on Whitehall where I recommerd 16- 
inch, would put us fm a safe position prac- 
tically, so far as pipe is concerned, for the 


next fifteen or twenty jears

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MEN WERE BADLY BURNED. 


Bottom of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company Cupelo 


Burst. 

The bottom of the cupalo, or moving 
furnace used by the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company in soldering their newly 
laid tracks together, burned out last night 
at the corner of Whitehal] and Hoods 
Streets, sending a shower of red-hot iron 
in every direction, and burning the fore- 
man. John W. Miles, and seven hegro 
puorers who were at work on the car 

le. : 

An explosion followed immediately af- 
ter the hot iron struck the ground, and 
this demolished the bowl or receptacle 
for the-iron, and practically ruined the 
furnace. The car was taken to the pow- 
er house on the Boulevard and the in- 
jured men Were sent to Dr. C. D. Hurt’s 
office in the Equitable puilding, where 
their injuries were attended to. 

The explosion occurred last night about 
8:15 o'clock. The men, in charge of Fore- 
man Miles, 
% o’ciock in the afternoon, and had been 
using the furnace about an hour and 4 
half. Previous to the time of the ex- 
plosion the furnace was in perfect condi- 
tion, having béen in. use for over a year, 
and was always examined carefully be- 
fore it was used, 

This precaution was_ taken yesterday, 
and the bowl and hinges of the door 
aliowing the slag to escape were all 
right, and the coke apd iron, consisting 
of 1,800 pounds of scrap and pig iron, 
was poured into the furnace and the fire 
started, 

Two men manipulated the furnace 
while the others, consisting of about thir- 
ty laborers, were at work on the track 
The furnace was at white heat, and the 
iron was being poured up constantly. 
Suddenly the door on the slag escape fell, 
and the hot iron came flowing through, 
resembling the eruption of a miniature 
volcano. As it came in contact with the 
damp ground it spluttered and splashed 
in every direction, throwing drops over 
the men who wenhe near, 

Several of them received slight burns 
about the face, arms and neck. Some of 
the iron ran into the shoes of the men 
and burned their feet slightly. None were 
seriously hurt, however. 

The foreman, John Miles, was standing 
near at the time and was burned slightly 
on the arms and face. His injuries. 
while painful for the time being, did not 
interfere with the performance of his 
duties, and with rare presence of mind he 
soon had the flowing iron cooled and 
moved off the track. Not a moment was 
lost in the schedule.

THEY WANT A CLEARING HOUSE 


Committee Appointed To Devise Plan 


by Cotton Exchange. 


New York, August 22.—President Hubbard, 
of the Cotton Exchange, appointed a new com- 
mittee to carry on the work of devising 4 
plan whereby cotton contracts for future de- 
livery can be cleared at once without waiting 
for the time of delivery to arrive; in other 
words, to prepare and present to the board of 
members a modern clearing system for suc 
contracts. The committee, it has been learned, 
cc1sists cf Daniel Odell, chairma.; Charles 
W. Ide, Paul S. Galatti, John A. Harlon, Jr., 
end Edward 8. Seott. 

The proposition to inaugurate a new system 
of clearances has been talked over for some 
time by members and officials of the exchange, 
and early last fall the tyatter assumed. definite 
shape when Thomas M.; Robinson, who was 
then president, was authorized by the mana- 
gers, at the request of several prominent mem- 
bers, to name a committee of five to ‘‘investi- 


‘gate and report to the excnange for subsequent 


ecrsideration and action the practicability and 
advisability of the adoption of' such arrange- 
ments and if in their juijgment found advis- 
able, to prepare a plan whith to them shall 
se€m most desirable to that end. 

Although that committee devoted much time 
and thought to the work, no satisfictory con- 
clusion was reached up to the .ime of the an- 
nua: election of offiz2rs of the exchange. The 
new board of managers, however, were in 
favor of continuing ‘the investigation, and 
Président Hubbard was accordingly authcrized 
to appoint a new committee, the members of 
Which are now annothneed. 

The appointment of, this committee revives 
interest in a proposition of much impartance 
to members of the c9tton exchange, although 
there is still a wide difference of opinion among 
them as to the s3ucces3fil outcome of the un- 
derlaking. There is a very large element in 
the exchange strongly supporting the scheme. 
There are not a few) members, on the other 
hand, who ar2 .nqualifiedly opposed to the 
principle itself and will probably not support 
the movement, altho1igh much depends, of 
course, upon what plan the committee may 
ultimately decide upon. 

In speaking of the matter, Chairman Odell 
said that, in his opinion, there was no reason 
why a clearing nouse should not be devised 
for the New York Cotton Excninge for ts 
immediate clearing of contracts for future de- 
livery. Hethought that such a system would 
undoubtedly brosden the market and increase 
trade and possibly membership.

as yesterday's. Foreigners were still buying 
and local bulls lent some support. Near the 
end talk of bg cash sales caused a sharp rally, 
and September, which had been hovering be- 
tween 72%@73c, shot up to 73%, and closed 
Strong at that figure, %@%c over yesterday. 
The market during the final rally had- some- 
thing of the appearance of having been over- 
sold, as shorts found it difficult to cover.

Corn started higher but broke at once on the 
rains in the west, which had the effect of in- 
creasing country offerings. Shorts bought at 
the opening while elevator people led in the 
selling. Trade was quiet and the range nar- 
row. Cash bids were good, and the business 
done during the day was 200,000 bushels. Re- 
ceipts were 157 cars. September sold between 
39% @38%%c, closing %c lower at 39%c. 

Oats were active and lower, the market 
breaking on liquidation induced by favorable 
harvesting reports. Many wheat people were 
in the oats corner of the floor. Later the mar- 
ket recovered on covering by shorts. Septem- 
ber sold between 22%@2I%%c, closing %c lower 
at 2i%c. Receipts were 148 cars. 

There was a narrow range in provisions 
Pork was easy on local selling, but lard and 
ribs were steady, sustained by a good cash 
demand. Foreigners bought lard. Trade was 
dull and near the end the pit was nearly de- 
serted. September pork sold between $10.90@ 
10.80, closing 2%@5c lower at $10.80, Sep- 
tember lard between $6.72%@6.70, closing a 
shade lower at $6.70, and September ribs be- 
tween $7@6.95, with the close 5c higher at $7.

Chicago, August 22.—Wheat opened fairly ac- 
tive *and higher with some good buying ‘for 
foreign account. Cables were higher and the 
weather in the United Kingdom was reported 
unsettled and only fair in France. There was 
some covering, while the trade was not very 
large for outside account. The report from the 
northwest indicates some further damage to the 
crop and rather disappointing results in thresh- 
ing. . The receipts continue large, however, and 
there has been a slight further ingrease in the 
receipts at the west this week. Clearances 
have been small, but if the export demand in 
the past few days keeps up a considerable 1n- 
crease in clearances may be seen soon. The 
close was very firm. 

Corn—There was a quiet market in corn, 
prices evening up a little, but fell off. Trade 
is still disturbed by fear of manipulation owing 
to small stocks west, but reports show smaller 
interior shipments, with slight shipping de- 
mand. Receipts are not large, but the move- 
ment has been in excess of interior shipments.

Chicago, August 22.—Wheat—A week of very 
little progress in the growing world. We have 
simply existed between sunshine and shower. 
Hardly a day has passed since Monday, the 
i3th, but more or less of the country has been 
visited by rainstorms and floods. 

We are certainly making up with wonderful 
repidity east of the Mississippi river all our 
deficiency of moisture. 

It is almost invariably the case that after a 
long protracted’ drought, rain comes to us in 
great volume. : 

The country west of the Mississippi river, the 
southwest, is still dry and very hot, and this 
area, which has been praying for rain more 
or less for the last thirty days, has not yet had 
its prayers answered. 

The country has had more rain than has been 
needed in the northwest. This Kreatly inter- 
fered with sechring the late spring harvest 
and has also to a more or less extent reduced 
the grade of that portion of the crop which was 
_ _ is now standing in the shock and in the 
stack.
